Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior, US 5,228,825 to Fruchtbaum et al teaches a system for deheading a coke drum. 
The apparatus as shown in Fig.1 fails to teach the use of clamps as claimed. It would 
not have been obvious to have integrated clamps with the apparatus disclosed by 
Fruchtbaum et al without relying on hindsight.
